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An ammunition factory, which is known under the cover name of Fine 
Equipment Factory (Finomszerelvenygyar), is located about two 
kilometers north of the Eger-Miskolc hi^way, about five kilometers 
from Eger and one kilometer from Felnemet. The plant is located in 
a valley surrounded by hills averaging 100 meters in height and has 
its own private rcado

the Office Machinery Factory (irod^pgyar). Plant No. 7035/ the ^tri 
J^ppllances Worits (Ferns zerelvengyar), and it received its present designation 
in 1952. The plant is subordinate to the Ministry of Foundries. 

h. The plant is guarded by 20 members of the Industrial Guard (iparBrseg) . 

5. The plant produced military items exclusively until 195^/ when civilian 
production of bicycles and needles for syringes was introduced, casing 
a reduction in military output. During the rebellion of late 195o the 
plant was closed, and after the revolt the production of ammunition ceased 
and the plant was converted to the production of civilian goods, principally 
bicycle parts. As of Januaiy 1957, limited civilian production had been 
undertaken o

10. Thfe plant mS labor force has fluctuated; from 19^9 to 1951 it had about 1,^900 
employees, while in 1953 and 195^ the total increased to 3^000. Just before 
the revolt the plant had 1,800 woricers, whereas in January 1957 this number 
had decreased to 1,200. 

11. Baranov (fnu), a Soviet engineer, served as adviser to the general manager 

of the plant until fall 1954, when he returned to the USSR. He also supervised 
the following plants: Danuvia Worits, Budapest, the Si rok defense plant, the 
Vadaszt8ltengyar for shotgun cartridges in Szekesfehervar, and the defense 
plant near Gy8ngy6so Baranov was succeeded by two other advisers, who 
disappeared at the outbreak of the rebellion. 

12. The plant is composed of 37 buildings, all made of reinforced concrete, 
and mostly one-story structures with flat roofs. Most of the buildings 
axe numbered, and those with even numbers are located on the right side 
of the road crossing the plant, while those with odd numbers are to the 
left of the road.
